TRIP TO THE FAR NORTH 


In Septersber, 1894, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Nagle teft Edmonton for 
what is known as the Mackenzie 
river basi. Mr. Nagle is one of the 
best known traders of the north, he 
and his partner, Mr. James Hyslop, 
heing one of the fargest trading firms 
in the “great beyond” of Edmonton, 
the inlet amd outlet to the south, of 
ihe arctic circie. 

Some men talk of hardships they 
endure on journeys, but no man can 
better endure hardship than 2 woman 
when her mind 1s made up to accom- 
pany her busband to a distant point. 
When Mr. and Mrs. Nagle ieft Ed- 
monton it was raining, then it turn 
ed to sleet, neither raim of snow, 
through whith ther drove on wheels, 
for one hundred hmiles to Athabasea 
Landing. : 

On arriving at the Landing, a row 
boat was taken, ;and they dropped 
down the Athabasca river to Grand 
Rapids with the weather still stormy. 
Here trey waiteu for Jaceb Mackay, 
one of the best known of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company’s old pilots, and 
as Mr. Nagt'e expresses it, “He is an 
old daisy.” Shorily after Mr. Mac- | 
kay jomed Mr. and Mrs. Nagle, a } 
moose was shot on the opposite side 
of the mver. The boat was run 
across and in trying to get the beast 
into the boat, the whole party of 
three were thrown into the swiftly 
running waters. ot the Athabasca 
river, ico cold. Mr. Nagie’s first | 
thought naturally was for his wife,

to dry Jand, where a good fire was 
started and their clothing drivi. Had 
it mot been for a water-tight match

tinued on their journey down stream 
to Goose island, where they had to 
wait untiu: the water was frozen over, 
so that a dog train could run them 
to Chippewyan, a distance of about 
twelve mites. On reaching it, they | 
jound open water and met Mr. Colin i 
Fraser, an old Edmontonite and pro- 
minent trader. He took the party | 
in hand and kindly brought them 
across tbe epen stretch of water, 
some five miles, when it was found 
they could mot proce d in the boat, 
owing to the ice. The party got 
ashore and camped in an Indian’s log 
shack and sent a messenger to Fort 
Resolution, a distance of three hun- 
dred miles, tor dog trains to be sent 
back to them. 
While waiting 
Mr. Nagle was, fortunate enough to

catch one silver fox, and jdirs. Nagle 
another. After waiting for - some 
weeks, the dog trains arr ved, and the 
party reached their destination after 
traveling withthe thermometer reg- 
40 below zero, 
on the sth December 1894, having 
covered 2 distance of one thousand 
miles frora Edmonton. A iady 
surely stand the hardships of travel 
as well as a man. '¢

in Edmonton, so that their children 
ean attend a good school.
